Though he never ran in any of the Triple Crown races, 
his legend was immortalized in 1938 when he met and 
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beat the highly favored War Admiral 
who had won the1937 Triple Crown. 
This race, at the time, was dubbed 
the “Match of the Century” Members 
toured the ranch which is set in the 
hills of northern California, and were 
able to meet two descendants of Seabiscuit.

Interim Director. The Board of Directors proposes that the 
By-Laws be amended so that an interim director can be 
added to the Board if a director leaves the Board before 
the end of his or her term. The current By-Laws do not 
contain a procedure for doing such. Set forth below is a 
proposed amendment to authorize the Board to add an 
interim director. An interim director would serve until the 
next National Convention. At that time, a replacement 
director would be elected at the annual business meeting 
of the general membership to serve the remaining year(s) 
of the term of the director that left office early. 


Proposal. Add a 4.1.2.3 that would read as follows: 


Whenever there shall be fewer than five board 
members in office, the board may by resolution 
approved by a majority of the board members then 
in office, choose one or more additional directors 
(“Interim Director(s)”), each of whom shall hold office 
until the next National Meet (as defined in Article 

5 hereof). The requirement in 4.1.2.1 that a board 
member must sit off the board for one year shall not 
prevent a person from being chosen as an Interim 
Director. In no event shall the total number of board 
members exceed five. The term of office for a board 
member elected at a National Meet to replace a board 
member who did not complete his or her five year 
term shall be the number of years remaining in the 
term of the board member who is being replaced.
